| McRae libel suit begun Monday in 
| superior court before Judge Hugh M. 
|Dorsey. McKae is suing’ Solicitor- 
General John A. Boykin for $100,- 
000 and Boykin is asking $300,000 of 
McRae as a result of mutual libel 
charges growing out of the late race 
for solicitor-general, 

No decision was rendered by the 
court on the Boykin demurrers, which 
were in objection to producing data 
dealing with expenses incurred in a 
number of extradition proceedings, to 
producing figures showing amounts 
contained in slot machines confiscated 
by the solicitors office and much 
other data dealing with the operation 
of the office. Mr. Boykin’s attor- 
neys contended that such evidence is 
irrelevant, 

Mr. Boykin and Mr. McRae, both 
of whom were present during the Mon- 
day proceedings, maintained immobile 
/countenances and were not observed to 
‘glance at one another during the ar- 
guments, 

Although if is not expected that 
either of the principals will testify to- 
day, itis generally expected that each 
will appear on the stand during the 
progress of the trial, 

Both sides in their pleas assume 
the burden of proof of charges and 
| claim privilege and justification, The 
| first skirmish between counsel came 
_when McRae’'s attorneys demurred toa

'ed answer in which Boykin by affi- 

davit offems an explanation of the

The plaintiff, Martin L, Thompson, 
of -Vermillién, S. D., a stockholder, 
charges that the defendants conspired 
with Arthur W. Cutten, who is not 
named a defendant, to make a per-| 
sonal profit at the expense of the com- | 
pany. | 
Thompson charged that the defend- 
ants took 1,130,000 shares of the com- 
mon capital stock and sold it to Cut- 
ten at $30 a share when it was sell- 
ing on the market at a higher price, 
with the understanding that Cutten 
would sell the stock and divide the 
profits with the defendants. 

Coincident with the filing of the 
complaint Sinclair issued a statement 
defending his action in selling more 
than 1,000,000 shares of the old Sin- 
clair Consolidated Oil Corporation’s 
stock privately in 1928, a transac- 
tion concerning which he testified be- 
fore the senate banking committee. 

“There was no other way in which 
so large an amount of money could 
have been obtained for the corporation 
at no expense’ Sinclair wrote in a 
letter to stockholders. “The impetus 
which the additional capital gave the 
corporation was the turning point in 


its life. It aided materially to make 
it a major company.” 

The sale of the stock at $30 a share 
netted the company $33,900,000, Sin- 
clair’s letter added that the corpora- 
tion “obtained the money on favorable 
terms and the profitable expenditure 
of the funds made it possible for the 
company to take advantage of im- 
proving conditions.”

mittee, will institute vigorous opposi- 
tion to administration policies when 
congress meets next month, The at- 
tack struck directly at President 
Roosevelt by quoting, in support of 
the charge of administration use of 
epithets, his recent reference to Tories 
and doubting Thomases. 

The pamphlet attacked the “50- 
cent dollar” which it indicated the ad- 
ministration was seeking to establish, 
and referred in one place to state- 
ments “in the columns of the public 
press that the president’s program was 
not working ause it was not work- 
able; that many of the policies ran 
contrary to fundamental economic 
laws, sound business practices, plain 
common sense and particularly to the 
spirit of American institutions.” 

Quotati@ms From Glass. 

The bulk of the pamphlet is made 
up from quotations from newspaper 
editorials attacking recovery, headed 
by one from the Lynchburg (Va.) 
News, published by Senator Carter 
Glass, who refused to serve as Mr. 
Roosevelt's secretary of treasury. 

It also includes quotations from the 
president’s “Tory” speech, General 
Johnson’s reference to “dead cats,” 
“witch doctors” and _ chiselers’ in 
meeting NRA attacks, and other state- 
ments of administration spokesmen. 

These a the pamphlet said, 
were included ‘that the public may 
judge for itself the enormity of the 
libel being uttered by high officials of 
the Roosevelt administration against 
prominent, upright, loyal Americans 
and against the free and self-respect- 
ing press of the country.” 

Attack by Fess. 


Fess, assistant republican leader of 
the senate, said: “All that has thus 
far been done is confined to relief 
work, and most of it at the expense 
of permanent recovery.” 

He described the monetary program 
as so “chaotic and uncertain” as to 
make business revival impossible; as- 
serted the NRA was keeping many 
key businesses ‘“‘in the red” through 
increased costs and inability to obtain 
credit, and said corporate financing 
had been rendered impossible by 
what he called the “penalizing charac- 
ter” of the securities act, 

Fess said work for the jobless was 
the goal to be reached, but could 
“only come through recovery measures 
and not through relief measures.” 

He said the unemployed in the con- 


sumptive goods industries numbered 


only 540,000 compared with near! 
8,000,000 in the durable $ 


s trades, 
and added: — 


6,000,000 Jobless. 

“The key of this problem is the 
6,000,000 unemployed in the durable 
goods, for with their employment it 
would revive the employment in the 
service classes, 


“Up to date the policy of the ad- 
ministration deters, if not - perma- 
nently blocks, the re-employment in 
these key industries and makes recoy- 
ery impossible. These industries 
must depend npon credit in the form 
of corporate securities, They are the 
industries that must be financed 
through maturing obligations,_ there- 
fore depending upon the employment 
of legitimate credit. . . .” 

Discussing the monetary policies. 
Fess said: 


“There will be no expansion of any 
enterprise that is doing more than 
dealing from hand to mouth so long 
as the uncertainty lasts. No business 
would enter upon a contract the execu- 
tion of which is to be three months, 
siX mouths, a year. or 18 months in 
the future, unless that business knows 
what kind of money it will be pafd 
in when the payment is to be made. 

“Unless a change in the present ad- 
ministrative policies is made along 
these lines there will be no perma: 
nent recovery.”

GREEN OFFERS PLAN 


T0 AID TEMPERANCE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—(?)— 
William Green, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, tonight 
asked that liquor control regulations 
be so framed that those who buy 
liquir may “do so'in an open, direct 
and commonplace way.” 

He urged this course as the best 
method of promoting temperance, as- 
serting that “the sale of liquor thus 
wobbed of its glamor will mean that 
intemperance will again be regarded 
as a vice and be pr6mptly brought 
to check by the scorn and contempt 
of decent citizens.” 

_ To this end, he offered the follow- 
ing suggestions: 

“Licenses for operating a public 
‘service room,’ or whatever title may 
be substituted for ‘saloon,’ should be 
restricted to persons whose personal 
character and, reputation in their com- 
munities are adequately vouched for. 
Surely rules can be shaped which 
will make the necessary qualifications 
a prerequisite to the obtaining of such 


the qualifying board are some of the 
requirements. A further requirement 
might be the personal surety bond of 
two citizens of known standing in 
each neighborhood. ...

Talmadge Confirms 
Appropriations Cut 


Governor Eugene Talmadge said 
definitely Monday that 1934 appro- 
priations would be slashed 20 per 
cent on January 1, confirming reports 
of the reduction published Sunday in 
The Constitution. The 1933 appro- 
priations, which totaled $11,000,000 
as compared with $9,500,000 set up 
for 1934, already have been reduced

MACHINERY OF U.S. 
READY FOR REPEAL 


All Branches of Industry 
Being Concentrated Un- 
der New Federal Board. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—(/)— 
Powerful federal machinery for con- 
trol of the flow of liquor was adjusted 
tonight for immediate operation upon 
repeal tomorrow. 

All branches of the alcoholic bever- 
age industry were being brought un- 
der the supervision of the federal al- 
cohol control administration to await 
enactment of permanent legislation by 
congress. 

The system was adopted after an 
exhaustive study by experts ef differ- 
ent methods of liquor control in vari- 
ous countries, ranging from govern- 
ment monopoly to local administration. 

Using the power granted the presi- 


hearty accord with Senator Thomas, 


dent by the farm administration and 
recovery acts, the government created 
the federal alcohol control admin- 
istration through codes worked out 
for the different branches of the liq- 
uor industry. 

Prevent High Prices. 

These doucments, binding the do- 
mestic distillers, importers and brew- 
ers, are designed to prevent high 
prices of liquor that might permit 
the bootlegger to continue in business, 
and an overproduction that would lead 
to cutthroat competition. In ad- 
dition, their aim is to protect the do- 
mestic market and assure consumption | 
of American farm products. 

They provide for code authorities 


to work with the control administra- 
tion which has been given power to 
approve or reject all decisions, 

Joesph H. Choate Jr., a New York | 
attorney, is the director of the ad- 
ministration of five. The other mem- 
bers are government officials. 

They are: Edward G. Lowry Jr., 
economic advisor of the treasury ; Har- 
ris E, Willingham, chief of the bev- 
erage section of the farm administra- 
tion; Willard L. Thorpe, of the com- 
merce department, and W. A, Tarver, 
of the justice department. 

Control of Body. 

Tnder the codes, power is given the

| Base in Banks. 

The monetary base of our credit and 
‘currency is lodged with the federal 
| teserve banks. These banks in turn, 
‘whether by rediscounts for member 
banks or by open market operations, 
provide the member banks with the 
| reserves required against their deposit 
\liabilities, as well as such additional 
‘eurrency as they may require. 

By extensive open market opera- 
,tions in recent months, the reserve 
banks have provided member banks 
with large additional reserves which 
have remained as excess reserves bhe- 
,cause of no considerable increase in 
the loans and investments and conse- 
quently in the deposit liabilities of 
these banks. For many weeks excess 
reserves of member banks have been 
about $800,000,000 without any ap- 
preciable resultant effect upon the 
lending policies of the banks. 

A quite similar lack of response 
would have followed the adoption of 
more unusual means of increasing the 
| base of the credit structure unless 
‘those means had excited general dis- 
trust. 

Let us suppose that instead of large 
open market operations by the federal 
reserve banks the government had is- 
sued silver certificates or greenbacks. 
If such issues had been regarded in 
the same light as an equivalent ex- 
pansion of operations by the reserve 
i banks, the effect would have been 
| similar. 


No Change. 

The additional currency would have 
heen deposited in banks and by them 
/in torn transferred to the reserve 
banks, increasing excess reserves. Only 
in the not improbable event that the 
‘issue of additional paper money ex- 
'eited distrust would the course of 
‘events have heen appreciably modified. 
Our conclusion, then, is that if we 
are seeking a rise of prices as an ont- 
eome of normal business and banking 
activities, we do not require any im- 
mediate increase in the supply of

Officers will not take 
undue chances by searching cars or 
baggage of persons to whom no defi- 
nite suspicion has attached, but will 
search cars or baggage in all cases 
where there is probably cause to be 
lieve that liquor -is being carried, he 
said. ss r 

Motorists are protected from undue 
search without a warrant, but in the 


case of known bootleggers search is in- 


stituted by the officers, Chief Sturdi- 
vant said. He recalled the days when 
Georgia first went dry, and said’ that 
liquor was imported from wet states 
by the use of sample trunks. This 
practice was soon stopped, however, 
when the officers kept track of the 
trunks and obtained evidence as to 
which trunks held liquor, he ‘said. 

“Ordinarily, a motorist bringing in 
several quarters from a wet state 
would not be stopped unless he is a 
known bootlegger or unless he com- 
mits some infraction of the traffic 
laws or unless he accidentally exposes 
his whisky to view,” Chief Sturdivant 
said. “But if we have good reason to 
suspect that a motorist is hauling 
whisky, we will stop and search him 
promptly enough.” 

County Plans No Change. 

Deputy Sheriff W. M. Mayo, in 
charge of the office of Sheriff James 
I. Lowry, of Fulton county, said that 
the sheriff's office will 
change in policy, but will pursue the 
same road it has traveled through the 
nationally dry years. Whisky will be 
on the same footing in Georgia as 
3.2 per cent beer, barred by statute, 
Mao said. : 

Captain Mayo said that the officers 
probably will not bother ordinary 
citizens traveling on the highway, un- 
less some incident directs their atten- 
tion to a particular car. The officers 
usually pick up liquor cars by know- 
ing the‘various bootleggers and stop- 
ping those they know as bootleggers, 
he said.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4-—(@)— 
The South Carolina statute author- 
izing the governor to take charge of 
state banks when in his judgment this 
was necessary to protect them and 
their depositors was sustained today 
by the supreme court. . 

The law also prohibited suits for 
the appointment of receivers and au- 
thorized appointment of conservators. 

Hunter A. Gibbes in behalf of him- 
self and other depositors in the VUen- 
tral Union Bank of Richland County 
claimed the bank was _ insolvent and 
should have been placed in the 
hands of a receiver, who should make 
a 100 per cent assessment on its 
stockholders. 

He challenged the right of the state 
to put the affairs of the bank into 
the hands of a conservator and per- 
mit it. to remain open to handle cur- 
rent business. 


CAROLINA BANKING ACT, 
MOTOR VEHICLE ACT UPHELD 


The supreme court also, sustained 
South Carolina’s emergency banking 


act and the state’s motor vehicle act, 


two laws under fire virtually since 
their enactment. \ 

In two other decisions, the court 
reversed the action of the Nort 
Carolina supreme court in a mort- 
gage disputed case and that of the 
South Carolina supreme court in & 
support ruling. 

South Carolina’s emergency banking 
act, which authorizes the governor 
to take charge of state banks, pro- 
hibits suit for appointment of a re- 
ceiver and authorizes appointment of 
conservators, was attacked in the 
courts by Hunter A. Gibbes and other 
depositors of the Central Union Bank 
of Richland County. 

Gibbes claimed the bank was in- 
solvent and should have been placed 
in the hands of a receiver, 

The motor vehicle act was attacked 
by M. D. Hicklin and other commer- 
cial truck haulers, who alleged it dis- 
criminates in favor of farmers, dairy- 
men and lumbermen hauling their 
own products. 

The mortgage dispute case in which 
the North Carolina supreme court was 
reversed reached the court through an 
appeal of the Federal Land Bank of 
Columbia, S. C., from a decision of 
the state court declaring void a $1,000 
mortgage given the bank by Mrs. Will 
Gaines on farm land in Polk county, 
North Carolina. 

Mrs. Gaines contended the money 
covering the loan never reached her 
as the check was deposited to _ her 
credit by the Columbia (N. C.) Farm 
Loan Association in a bank which 
closed before she had an opportunity 
to check on it. 

The court held the mortgage re- 
mained in effect as the farm loan as- 
sociation had acted as the agent of 
Mrs. Gaines, 

The South Carolina supreme eourt’s 
reversal in the support case came 
on the appeal of W. A. Yarborough, 
of Atlanta, Ga., from a decision of 
a Spartanburg (S. C.) court award- 
ing the guardian of his daughter, 
Sadie, a judgment against him of $50 
a monthefor the support of his daugh- 
ter. ‘The state supreme court upheld 
the decision. 


OLEOMARGERINE TAX 
RULING IS UPHELD 
The supreme court also ruled that 
the decision of a three-judge federal 
court holding invalid the Kentucky 
tax of 10 cents a pound on oleomar- 
gerine shall stand unless a different 
interpretation is placed upon the levy 
in the future by the state courts. 


The case was brought by the Ken- 
tucky tax commission to enforce the 
levy against the Field Packing Com- 
pany of Owensboro, Ky. 

Chief Justice Hughes announced 
the action of the court. He pointed 
out that the lower court had held 
the statute invalid under the state’s 
constitution after finding that it pro- 
hibited the sale of oleomargarine.

59 Per Cent Rise in Popu- 
‘lation Reported in Past 
Three Years. 


THOMASVILLE, Ga., Dec. 4.—(/) 
A growth of 50 per cent in population 
during the past three years of eco- 
nomic pressure 
housing and farm shortage was claim- 
ed for Moultrie today by S. A. Harris, 
secretary of the Moultrie Chamber of 
Commerce. 

In an address here on the progress 
of Moultrie during the period, Mr.

He said more than 65 per cent of the 
homes occupied by white people are 
owned by the occupants. 

The housing shortage, he said, has 
had its counterpart in a shortage of 
farms in Colquitt county. Landowners 
of the county, he added, have prac- 
tically ceased to rent land to farmers 
who cannot furnish their own supplies, 

Mr. Harris reviewed the inaugura- 
tion of the crop diversification pro- 
gram in the county and organization 
of a company for establishment a 
livestock market. The livestock plant 
was operated by local interests for 
two and a half years and sold to a 
large packing concern. Since its sale, 
he said, the plant has been enlarged 
until it represents an investment of 
nearly $2,000,000. He termed the live 
stock market the city’s outstanding 
contribution to the progress of the 
state. 

Establishment of a creamery, grain 
elevator, peanut shelling plant and 
other industries, he said, he made the 
city one of the leading markets in the 
southeast for farm crops with farmers 
receiving forty million dollars during 
the past four years for their produce.

The quilt club members considered 
making this in a white print with a 
small black figure in it for the back- 
ground of light and then combining 
this print with one of the old time 
blue and white calicoes, the dark 
blue ones which used to be made up 
into Mother Hubbard wrappers. 

Of course it could be made of two 
colors in plain materials. Or the back- 
ground might be white and the other 
pieces red or figured red and white 
or black and white. 

By following the directions at the 
end of this article you may obtain the 
direction leaflet with its full size pat- 
tern. There are no seams allowed in 
the large pattern. Therefore you must 
be sure to add one-quarter inch on 
all sides when cutting the pieces, Be 
sure, too, that the pieces are cut 
straight and be sure that the mate- 
rials are color fast. 

Use number 60 white thread for 
piecing. Have a strong knot in one 
end and take two or three small back 
stitches to finish the seam, Do not 
start or finish the seam closer to the 
edge and ends than one-quarter inch, 
This allows for pressing and making 
the pieced blocks lie flat. 

Put this together as an allover quilt 
having no border. Four and one-half 
yards each of the two colors will 
make the top for a double size bed.

Culbertson’s Suggestion of ‘Widow’ 
Termed ‘Most Absurd’ by Experts 


By EDGAR E. EASTERLY. 

CINCINNATI, Dee. 4.—(P)—A 
suggestion of Ely Culbertson that a 
“widow” be introduced into contract 
bridge was tossed out the window Sun- 
day by experts assembling for the 
national championships of the Amer- 
ican Bridge league, which opens to- 
morrow. 

To add a zest of uncertainty to the 


game and promote more skillful play 


by the declarer, Culbertson suggested 
that each player should be dealt 12 
cards and the “widow” should con- 
tain four cards, the winner of the 
auction selecting one card from the 
widow and giving one to each of the 


other players. 


“‘Most absurd” was the comment of 
P. Hal Sims, originator of the system 
used by a majority of the national 
champions. 

Sims said real lovers of bridge 
“should resent Culbertson’s assertion 
that a widow would add the zest of 
uncertainty and promote skillful play 
by the declarer.” 

_ “Contract bridge,” he said, “is con- 

sidered the most skillful of all card 
games, and the uncertinty of results 
is proved by widely varying scores 
on the same hands in duplicate 
tournaments. Let those players who 
desire a widow stick to 500, auction 
pinochle ahd auction euchre.” 

Sir Derrick J. Wernher, president 
of the American Bridge league, de- 


clared it would “be foolish for the 
American Bridge league to incorporate 
a “widow” in contract bridge because 
one individual happened to desire it.” 

Explaining that any changes in the 
present. rules for contract would have 
to come through a majority vote of 
members of the league, Sir Derrick 
said in the past changes in the rules 
have come about because the bridge 
playing public demanded them. “In 
other words,” he added, “the demand 
must come from the bottom’ rather 
than from the top.” 


W. E. McKenney, secretary of the 
league and a former. national cham- 
pion, remarked: “Bridge is a scien- 
tific game and is considered Ameri- 
ca’s most popular indoor pastime for 
this reason. By adding a widow to 
contract the element of luck displaces 
skill and bridge would become a gam- 
bler’s game like poker and horse rac- 
ing.” 

Other champions did not take Cul- 
bertson'’s suggestion with seriousness. 

Approximately 500 players were 
arriving tonight to participate in the 
week-long tournament, which will see 
five national championships settled. 
Four of them are contract, with fa- 
vorites of auction given only the 
auction pair tournament. The contract 
titles will be for a mixed team-of-four, 
another team-of-four for women only,
